MOSCOW (Air Mail). — The 


USSR Agricultural Exhibition in 


Moscow opened recently in the 
the presence of farmers from 
state and collective farms all 
over the Soviet Union. The 
event, which has given’ Moscow 
the most beautiful and original 
exhibition park in the world, is 
' not only a show of the finest 
achievements of the agricultu- 
ral community to the urban pop- 
ulation, it is a vast clearing 
house in which the results of 
scient ‘fic farming are sifted, an- 
alyzed, compared and general- 
ized.

reactionary West Germany, in 
direct violation of the Potsdam 
Treaty. 

But now the whole plan, 
through the refusal of France 
to g° along with it, is going 
bankrupt and has a knife stick- 
ing in its vitals. The main rea- 
son for France's defection is the 
unwillingness. of the French

nopoly capital. This stand is 


a reflection of the broad and 
deep peace-spirit now prevail- 
ing all over Europe and through- 
oyt many other parts of the 
world.

~A Justice Department spokes- 
man was quoted as saying, in re- 
gard to the registration features of 
the new act which supposedly af- 
fect Communist Party members, 
“Any one who wants to register 
can come to Room 3525 of the 
Department and get a form.” 
While the Justice -Department 
apparently made no bones about 
its inability at this time to do“any- 
thing about persons who fail, to 
register, and let it be known mem- 
bers were under no more obligation 
to register now than they were 
under the 1950 McCarran act, 
apparently it was eager to proceed 
against labor. 

At the UE union office it was 
said a meeting of union leaders 
would be held this weekend and 
a statement would be forthcoming.

The World-Telegram editorially 
yesterday and gave its approval to 
the measures prepared by Depart- 
ment of Justice lawyers “aimed at 
ae spying, Communist con- 
trol of labor unions and front or- 
ganizations... .”
